Not often do the law and com- 
mon-sense hit it off together as 
they do in the admirable deliver­ 
ance which Federal Judge Rose 
gave from the bench at Baltimore. 
Two prisoners had been on trial 
before him on the charge of con­ 
spiring to cause young men to ev­ 
ade or violate the conscription law. 
At the conclusion of the case, he 
directed the jury to return a Ver­ 
dict for the accused, accompany- 
I 
I the direction with a definition 
the extent and the limits of free 
K in this country that deserv ­ 
es to He emblazoned in every court­ 
house in the land. 
It is not only 
for w a t he said that the remarks 
of Judge Rose merit attention; he 
so far forgot his profession for the 
moment as to clothe his utterances 
in language that anybody can un­ 
derstand and nobody can easily 
mistake. He began by giving the 
widest bounds to opinion. * * Every 
man,” he said, “ has a perfect right 
to any opinion he may see fit to 
form about any law that is pro­ 
posed or about any law that is on 
the statute books.” Upon this 
t there is no limitation what­ 
ever. No officer of the govern­ 
ment can proceed 
against 
you 
merely because he íb aware that in 
your heart you hold him in sov 
ereign contempt, anymore than a 
judge can fine a lawyer or a'wit 
ness who is careful to conceal that 
«uncomplimentary feeling in his 
presence. 
Nor does one easily overstep the 
line when he sets out to attack the 
law. “ Any man may do anything 
in itself lawful to secure the repeal 
of any law that is on the statute 
books,” is Judge Rose’s sweeping 
dictum. He may talkt Of course. 
Talk nonsense ? Certainly. What 
‘would a constitutional guarantee 
of free speech be worth that 
frowned upon the solemn procla­ 
mation of absurdities t Here in­ 
deed is the heart of the matter. 
Our very conception of free speech 
is an area in which the forces of 
truth and error are continually 
fighting for the mastery. It is the 
glory of our constitution that it 
does not undertake to pronounce 
once for all upon anything, a dis­ 
play of modesty, that might well 
commend itself to those who mock 
at it for not declaring the eternal 
verities. It crowns those who live 
under it with the saered privilege 
of talking like either gods or idiots, 
whichever they can best do. 
It 
sees nothing disturbing in the pos­ 
sibility that millions of people will 
say one thing, and millions of oth­ 
ers will say the exact opposite, 
each set of arguers believing that 
they are declaring the simple truth 
and that the others are spouting 
folly and not impossibly under 
mining the state. Anybody may 
attaekany law, says ;udge Rose— 
ft even the law for, the se*»ctiv« draft 
“ and he is not answerable for tt* 
wisdom of his arguments.”

The amount that you are required to pay is 
controlled by your public officials, acting under oath, 
and appointed by your President or elected by 
you. * The amount that these public officials re­ 
quire you to pay is determined mainly by what it 
ooste to operate the railroads. As you will see fur­ 
ther on, neither the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion or the Texas Railroad Commission have author­ 
ized the charging of more than is necessary. 


The records of the railroads are kept in accord­ 
ance with rules and regulations prescribed by the 
Istm tate Commerce Commission.

quire the operating expenses of the railroads to 
be kept separate from all other expenses.

»lent, “ even, for the good faith of 
some’’ of his arguments. He may 
outrage the laws of reason and of 
good taste at every turn, but that 
is his right. Sentence must be pro­ 
nounced upon him for his eondhct 
in another court than that consti­ 
tuted of lawyers and judges. If 
his neighbors can stand him, the 
law has nothiug to say. It is for 
them to send him to congress or 
to Coventry. Where, then, is the 
line? When does the law acquire 
an interest in what one saysT The 
answer is given by Judge Rose in 
a crisp sentence: 
But there is one limit; so long as 
the law is the law, it is the duty of 
every man to obey it and he may 
not junder color or pretence of ar­ 
guing against the wisdom of the 
law or of advocating its repeal do 
anything with intent to procure its 
violation. 
Say what you please about a law, 
but do not impede its operation. 
It is a plain path, in which no hon­ 
est person need have any difficulty 
in walking. The most vigorous op­ 
ponent of the conscription meas­ 
ure is not under the slightest ob­ 
ligation to leave off opposing it 
merely because it is & law and no 
longer only a proposed law. But 
he is under the same obligation not 
to preach disobedience to it that 
he and everybody else are un<>er 
with regard to a law that he hear­ 
tily approves. If he cannot con­ 
scientiously obey it, he can consci­ 
entiously suffer the penalties for 
his inability to obey it. That is 
not in reality to show a lawless 
spirit. But to encourage violation 
of a law merely because you do 
not like it is to make yourself le­ 
gally liable. 
The moral is not for the private 
citizen alone. If he must refrain 
from breaking the law, the law's 
officers are equally bound to re­ 
frain from interfering with him 
when he is breaking not the law, 
bat the arguments that buttress 
the law. He may be doing greater 
damage to the law by attacking 
while obeying it than by disobey­ 
ing it. 
Disobedience may recoil 
upon the head of the recalcitrant 
and leave the law intaet, while the 
attack may result in the law's re­ 
peal. But that is our way. To us 
the difference between despotism 
and democracy is that in a despot­ 
ism you must obe^r a law or an 
edict without questioning, while in 


n^ 


a democracy yoh must obey tl 
law, but may question it to 1 
point of repeal. Occasionally, th 
are signs that our officials'do 
grasp this distinction. Especiall 
at a moment like the present it U 
hooves not only detectives and th 
police, bnt judges and juries 3 
well, not to be swept away by th 
feeling that criticism of a law is i; 
some way a violation of it. 
Clearing Up the Doubts. 
In commenting on Judge Hand 
notable decision in the ease of th 
Masses, a paper excluded from th 
mails by order of the postmaste 
general, the Springfield Repubtf 
can says that the espionage law I | 
being authoritatively interpret^ 
in a way to clear up all doubts 
to the rights of speakers and wi 
era in oposing the government'1 
war policy, adding: 
Judge Hand agrees very closely 
with Judge Rose, also of the Unit 
ed States district court, who 
a decision July 11 in a case a t il 
timore. In declaring that the ac 
cused were not guilty of conspir 
acy against enforcement of th< 
draft law, Judge Rose said tha 
anyone can do anything in iisel 
lawful to secure the repeal of 
law, “ but there is one limit*. I 
long as the law is the law it is th 
duty of every man to obey it an 
he may not under color or pre­ 
tense of arguing against the wk 
dom of the or of advocating its re 
peal do anything with intent to 
procure its violation." 
Judge 
Hand in the New York case ap­ 
plied the same principle to the ease 
of the magazine mentioned and it 
is no surprise that he decided that, 
regardless of the reasonableness or 
deeency or the arguments used in 
condemning the draft law, the 
magazine had not actually sought 
to influence anyone to violate the 
law. If there was any doubt iu 
that matter. Judge Hand gave the 
benefit of it to the magazine. Both 
these judges have taken the great­ 
est pains to safeguard the rights of 
the citizens, even when there were 
fine borderland distinctions to be 
drawn; and they have given us 
reason to have confidence in the 
federal jndkiary. 
However, the minor courts seem 
in general to take it for granted 
that every one accused of sedition 
is guilty of the crime andjnost of 
them have been imposing the se­ 
verest penalties. 
It is probable 
that the decisions of Judges Hand 
and Rose may have a rest 
influence both on prosecutors 
on the lower courts.
